DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record does not teach or render obvious the claimed dithering or moving of a shadow pattern 
relative to and within a charged particle beam. It teaches shaping and/or patterning the beam by 
deflection operations relative to a mask and then further deflecting the beam to a desired location 
on a target, but this is not equivalent to moving a pattern within a charged particle beam. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
